Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honcur  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Public  Health 
Services  for  the  year  1967. 

The  population  increase  was  considerable  during  this  year  and  people 
moving  into  your  District  accounted  for  1,338  of  the  population  increase 
of  1,530  persons. 

There  were  372  live  births,  59  more  than  the  previous  year.  The 
birth  rate,  21,9  per  1000  population,  is  above  the  National  average.  5 
infants  died,  all  under  2  days  old.  There  were  15  illegitimate  births, 
and  the  illegitimate  birth  rate,  at  4.  per  cent,  was  a  little  Dower  than  the 
previous  year. 

The  number  of  deaths  was  180  making  a  low  death  rate  of  10.5  per  1000 
population 

Concerning  infectious  diseases,  there  was  an  outbreak  of  measles,  and 
a  relatively  small  number  of  cases  of  whooping  cough  and  scarlet  fever. 

The  notifications  of  food  poisoning  involved  only  one  part  of  your  District. 
In  the  majority  cf  cases  symptoms  had  been  very  mild  and  reports  of 
investigations  were  negative  except  that  germs  of  pathogenic  E.Coli,  which 
might  have  been  responsible  for  the  mild  symptoms,  were  isolated  in  a  few 
cases . 

I  am  grateful  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Council,  and  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  courtesy  to  me. 

I  am  grateful  also  to  Mr.  J.A.  Shaw,  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  to 
Mr.  J .A.E.  Burrows  the  Surveyor  and  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  and 
his  staff  and  to  other  Council  officials  for  their  help  to  me  during  the 
year.

General 


luis  was  a  year  of  comparatively  little  structural  activity  at  the 
sewerage  works  hut  with  many  large  schemes  being  brought  to  a  final  stage 
ready  for  the  following  year*. 


TLe  Great  Jaldingfield  dorks  were  in  process  of  enlargement  throughout 
the  year;  the  Chilton  Industrial  Site  was  sewered 5  and  four  large  tertiary 
treatment  lagoons  were  under  construction  at  Great  Cornard.  The  very  small 
treatment  works  serving  Thcriogton  Street  and  Withermarsh  Green  was  ready  in 
x.±arCiij  jr  ouuc  -Ug  operational  diiiiculties  oecause  of  the  Very  low  and  sluggish 
sewage  flows. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Northern  Area  Scheme  to  provide  sewage 
facilities  for  Lawshall?  Alpheton  and  Shimpling  was  about  to  commence ,  and  the 
scheme  for  the  considerable  extensionsto  Great  Cornard  and  Long  Melford  were 
almost  ready  to  start . 

Sludge  disposal  was  a  problem  throughout  the  year.  Very  considerable 
quantities  were  tankered  to  the  G.L.C.  Northern  Outfall  from  Great  Cornard ?  and 
by  advertisement  the  Chemist/Manager  was  successful  in  finding  some  additional 
outlets  for  accumulations  of  old  sludge.  This  gives  rise  to  a  hope  that  when 
a  more  agreeable  type  of  treated  sludge  is  produced  at  the  Long  Melford  Plant  its 
eventual  disposal  may  be  easier  than  anticipated.

By  the  second  half  of  the  year  new  Building  in  the  District,

POULTRY  INSPECTION 

This  is  the  first  year  in  which  poultry  inspection  has  been  carried 
out  regularly  at  the  only  poultry  rearing  and  packing  station  in  the  District# 

As  it  is  impossible  for  an  Inspector  to  see  every  bird  slaughtered  an  .

FOOL  COT  RE. AIM'S  BY  THF  PUBTTO 


Two  complaints  were  investigated  at  some  length.  One  concerned  a  mother 
and  small  child  who  were  ill  very  soon  after  consuming  a  glass  of  diluted 
orange  squash.  This  was  found  to  be  due  to  the  publican  concerned  serving 
the  squash  through  an  old  metal  and  glass  optic.  The  acid  in  the  fruit  juice 
dissolved  the  copper  and  lead  from  the  metal  giving  extremely  high  concentration 
of  both  in  the  squash.  The  particular  optic ,  originally  used  for  serving 
spirits 9  had  become  illegal  for  this  purpose  in  July.  As  a  result  of  this 
enquiry  all  licensed  premises  where  this  could  occur  were  visited  and  the 
dangers  explained. 


The  second  complaint  concerned  a  cigarette  filter  being  found  in 
a  bag  of  chips.  Investigations  proved  that  the  shop  concerned ?  normally 
satisfactory 9  had  deteriorated  rapidly  under  a  temporary  manager.  The  owner 
took  over  the  management  again  and  quickly  cleaned  up.  Under  these  circum¬ 
stances  the  Council  decided  not  to  prosecute.
